W ashington. Sept. IO— Railroads of 
the country had 
a net operating 
in­ 
come in July of $09,485,000, the larg­ 
est since last October and $17,000,000 
more than in June, the Association of 
Railway Executives announced 
last 
night on the basis of reports filed with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
The earnings, a statem ent by the a s­ 
sociation said, were at the annual rate 
of 4H P*r cent on the tentative valu­ 
ation fixed by the commission for rate- 
making purposes. 
The compilations 
wen* based on reports from 202 Class 
I railroads having a total mileage of 
235,041. 
57 Roads Fell (iehind 
Roads failing to earn operating ex­ 
penses arx! taxes for the month num­ 
bered 57, as compared with 72 in June. 
In the Eastern district the operating 
revenues represented 
a decrease 
of 
13.8 lier cent, while the expenses de­ 
creased 32.5 per cent. 
Their net op­ 
erating 
income was $27,330,000 as 
compared with a deficit last year. 
Operating 
revenues 
of 
Southern 
roads decreased IO per cent and their 
expenses decreased 20.1 
per cent. 
Their net operating income was $8,- 
308.000 as compared 
with a 
deficit 
last 
year. 
Operating 
expenses

W estern 
roads decreased 
11.8
